The application has been amended as follows: 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 0 
and 1 1 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 10 
and 1 1 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed plurality 
of indoor units each comprising plural heat exchanges and plural flow controllers, and a 
gas refrigerant flows into one heat exchanger of one indoor unit to perform a heating 
operation or a liquid refrigerant flows into one heat exchanger of one indoor unit to 
perform a cooling operation, a gas refrigerant flows into a heat exchanger of another 
indoor unit, and a liquid refrigerant flows into another heat exchanger of the other indoor 
unit to perform a temperature and humidity operation (claim 1 ), or the plurality of indoor 
units each with one pipe for high pressure refrigerant and one pipe for low pressure 
refrigerant, and one of the indoor units selectively performing a heating or cooling 
operation, while the other unit has a second heat exchanger performing a cooling 
operation and a reheat exchanger located at a leeward side of the second heat 
exchanger (claim 12).
